shall have first obtained and shall have a 
valid permit to do so, which permit shall 
be issued by the Department of Health of 
the City of Lansing. Application for such 
permit shall be made in writing to the 
Department of Health and shall contain 
such information as they may require. The 
applicant shall satisfy the Department of 
Health that he is fully qualified and that 
he possesses a thorough knowledge of all 
provisions of the City Milk Ordinance and 
the state dairy laws pertaining to pasteur- 
ization. Such permit shall not be transfer- 
able. Any pasteurizer’s permit herein pro- 
vided for, may be revoked by the Depart- 
ment of Health for violation by the per- 
mittee of any of the provisions of the City 
Milk Ordinance and the state dairy laws 
of Michigan.
